He declared the 
terms of the semi-official note were not 
acceptable [cheers from the Leftists], 
protested against the silence of the 
minister for war at the time the army 
was attacked, and urged the publica- 
tion of the alleged confession of Drey- 
fus.

meeting at the Tivola Vnux hall pro- 
duced extraordinary scenes.

The anarchists removed the iron stair- 
case giving access to the tribune, so 
that the committee was unable to de- 
scend. Free fights began around th6 
flags. 


Finally the students chased the an- 


archists out of the hall. The organ- 
izers of the meeting then seized ths 
nags decorating the hall and ar;.:.nged 
a rendezvous at the Military club, cry- 
ing "Vive 1'armee." 


The hall partially emptied, hut soon 


the anarchists returned, and, breaking 
open the great doors, began further 
fighting. It is alleged that several 
were injured. Finally the 
students 


were vanquished and the anarchists 
were masters of the situation. 


The meeting broke up, and the an- 


archists replaced the ladder and invad- 
ed the tribune, led by M. Courteois, 
flourishing a red flag and all shouting 
"Conspuez 
Rochefort" 
(spit upon. 


Rochefort) and "Long live Zola." 


The disturbances continued, the an- 


archists declaiming from the tribune 
against the army and acclaiming Drey- 
fus. 
Some of the injured people were 


carried out with their faces covered 
with blood. 


The interest was now transferred to 


the streets, where the'police had been 
reinforced by the Republican Guards, 
but at midnight all was quiet.

Fruits are more appetizing and, per- 


haps, more easily digested if- taken in 
the early part of the dny—-whether or 
not before the breakfast must be de- 
termined' by the eater. 


Grapes, oranges aiid shaddocks may 


be served before the cereal. Baked ap- 
ples, peaches, baked bananas, figs, dates, 
prunes or ste\yed fruits should be served 
at the close of tbe breakfast. 


Raisins, sultanas, 
dried figs and 


prunes should be soaked thoroughly, so 
that they may take up the same amount 
of water with which they 'have parted 
in the process of drying, and should 
then be hoated just enough to soften the 
skins. 


The snbacid fruits, such as apples, 


figs, dates, peaches, persimmons, pears, 
prunes aud apricots, are, perhaps, the 
best of the winter fruits and may be 
used to good advantage with animal 
foods. 


Acid fruits must at all times be used 


most sparingly, especially by persons 
inclined to rheumatic troubles. 
The 


continued use of an orange or shaddock 
before breakfast will diminish the pow-

lism, and the passage of the Lodge bill 
restricting immigration into the Uni- 
ted States. 


Quite unexpectedly Senator Hanna 


appeared v.t the opening of the session. 
Mr. Foraker, the senior senator from 
Ohio, presented Mr. Hanna's creden- 
tials for the remainder of Mr. Sher- 
man's term, which will expire on March 
4, 1899, and asked that the oath of of- 
fice be administered to him. 


Mr. Foraker escorted his colleague 


to the desk, where "Vice President Ho- 
baxt administered- the oath. 


At "the conclusion of the morning 


hour Mr. Wolcott, at 12:50, was recog- 
nized to begin his address. He was in 
fine voice and commanded the earnest 
attention of his auditors. 


At the conclusion of Mr. Wolcott'3 


speech the immigration bill was taken 
HP and discussed'until 3 o'clock, the 
hour at which, by previous agreement, 
it had been arranged to vote finally 
upon the amendments and the bill. 


An amendment offered by Mr. Spoon- 


er of Wisconsin providing that the 
ability on the part of the immigrant 
either to read or to write should be 
accepted as a sufficient test of his lit- 
eracy was adopted by a vote of 42 to 22. 


Another amendment by Mr. Spooner 


providing that the members of the fam- 
ily accompanying an immigrant reject- 
ed under the conditions of the hill 
should be 
returned to the country 


whence they camo by the steamship 
companies was also adopted. 


Other efforts were made to amend 


the measure, but failed. The bill was 
then passed by a vote of 45 to 28.

Washington, Jan. IS.—Monday was

RATIO NOT SATISFACTORY. 


Senator Wolcott Think* It-niigUt Be Ar- 


raiiiceii, Though. 


Washington, Jan. IS.—In explaining 


the work of the international bimetal- 
lic commission sent to Europe, Senator 
Wolcott said for the present it was 
ilseless to count on Great Britain to- 
ward a bimetallic agreement, and that 
France demands international action 
and co-operation. 


He thought it might be necessary to 


fhange the ratio to something like 20 
to 1 to bring about an international 
agreement. He then announced his in- 
tentjon to retire from the commission. 
. Before concluding Mr. Wolcott se- 
verely criticised Secretary Gage, and 
said in his opinion the great majority 
Of the members of the Kepublican par- 
ty are blmetallists. 


The senator said that President Mc- 


Kmley gave the commission his un- 
swerving support in its efforts to se- 
cure bimetnllism. 


Very Frofitiiblo Acquisition. 


Washington, Jan. 18.—Replying to a 


resolution of inquiry, Secretary Wilson 
sent to the senate a statement concern- 
Ing the production of sugar in this 
country and his opinion of the effect of 
the importation of Hawaiian sugar up- 
on the production of beet sugar in the 
United States. He concludes that Ha- 
waii will not seriously compete with 
sugar producers in the United States 
and says that "when people of those 
Islands come to consider the possibili- 
ties of coffee 
production it will be 


found that they have a monopoly with 
which no state in the Union can inter- 
fere." 
Mr. Wilson also expresses the 


opinion that Hawaii would bo a very 
profitable acquisition because of it? 
fruits. 


Making It More Stringent. 


Washington, Jan. 18.—Senator Petti- 


grew introduced a bill amending the 
act compelling railroads to equip their 
cars with automatic couplers. It adds 
a section t'o the present law providing 
that when there are any collisions and 
a passenger train or any part of it ac- 
cidentally leaves the rails, It shall be 
the duty of the officer in charge of the 
road at that time to submit a full and 
detailed report, under oath, of the ac- 
cident and its causes to the interstate 
commerce commission. Penalties are 
proviclad in the section. 


Information Is Wonted. 


Washington, Jan. 18.—Senator Har- 


ris introduced a resolution in the sen- 
ate directing the secretary of the treas- 
ury to inform the senate by whose au- 
thority the item in the annual reports 
of the secretary of the treasury relat- 
ing to the "balance of accrued interest 
due the United States from the Pacific 
railroads on interest account"had been 
omitted.

Miners anil Operators Get to Work on a 


Wage ScuIi;. 


Chicago, Jan. 38.—Five hundred min- 


ers and operators were present at the 
joint convention for the purpose of ad- 
justing a wage scale. 


At the afternoon session the commit- 


tee on credentials reported 221 opera- 
tors in attendance. 
The miners num- 


bered 278. The report was adopted, 
and, pending the arrival of the rules 
committee, Colonel William F. Morri- 
son of Illinois addressed the meeting 
briefly, recommending a peaceable set- 
tlement of all differences. 


The rules committee report was then 


presented and brought out the first 
heated discussion. 
It recommeudec? 


that each state be allowed the same 
number of votes, four each; and that 
.the scale committee be composed of 
four miners and four operators from 
each state, with the exception of Illi- 
nois, which should have five delegates 
but only four votes. 


This basis of representation was not 


agreeable to the Illinois 
contingent, 


and a minority report was presented 
recommending one vote to each 5,000.- 
000 tons, based upon the output of 1896. 


The majority report was then adopt- 


ed, but several unavailing attempts 
were made to have the vote reconsid- 
ered. 


The selection of tbe scale committee 


was next taken up, each state to se- 
lect its own delegatesv On demand for 
a rollcall by states the fact was devel- 
oped that only one of tbe two delega- 
tions was organized, and proceedings 
were blocked. 


An adjournment was therefore taken 


'for the purpose of allowing the state 
delegations to organize. 
Before ad- 


journment the West Virginia delega- 
tion of miners was seated with a voice 
in the convention, but without vote.
